provement, and the prosecution of the works, 
without regard to tho omount of the available 
fund granted by the United States for that 
purpose. 


2. Tho prosecution of the work upon cred- 


it, or in advunco of tho means derivable from 
the sale of tho granted lands. 


3. Tha pledging of the Revenues of the Im- 


provement far tho ultimata payment of these 
credits. 


4. The creation of a debt of a largo amount 


against this fund, without any certainty that 
the fund will be sufficient to pay it, and by 
investing that debt with such forms of stock 
certificate!), under tho seal of tho State, as to 
give it a fictitious State credit. 


H. It impairs Ihe rights of previous con- 


tractors, &c.
